20 miles 
north of Saigon South Vietnamese rangers had recaptured 
the hamlet of Thanh Quy, 10 miles north of the capital on 
Monday Fighting around Saigon over the weekend left at 
least 34 South Vietnamese troops dead, at least 67 wounded 
and more than 20 militiamen missing, field reports said 
In Saigon. U.S. Ammbassador Ellsworth C. Bunker 
conferred for 45 minutes today with President Nguyen Van 
Thieu at the presidential palace It was their third meeting 
in a week and political observers speculated that it 
concerned the peace negotiations in Paris. 


The rocket attack on the Pochentong airport in Phnom

Coalition favors 
noise pollution bill

the ear-splitting din of modern American life won a boost 
Monday t rom a coalition of labor, civil and medical groups. 
The coalition, seeking to salvage a tough noise pollution 
bill from the congressional scrapheap as the legislative 
session neared its end, wrote every member of the Senate 
urging support for the strictest possible legislation. 
Of the 80 million Americans adversely affected by 
noise, conservative estimates indicate potential hearing 
damage to 40 million." the letter said. “ This does not 
include an additional 17 million workers who have incurred 
job-related hearing damage. Aside from hearing damage, 
other health effects from noise include loss of sleep, 
anxiety and interference with classroom learning and with 
normal conversation. Moreover, 15 million people, in 
virtually every city in the country, are adversely affected 
by aircraft noise.” 
The letter was signed by representatives of the AFL-CIO, 
the American Public Health Association, the Sierra Club, 
the American Bar Association, the National Council of 
Senior Citziens and the American Speech and Hearing 
Association, among others 
The object of their concern was an antinoise bill, given at 
best by Senate leaders a “ possible chance for consider­ 
ation before hoped-for final congressional adjournment this 
weekend.

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Supreme Court bars funds 
for nonpublic schools 


WASHINGTON (UPI • —The Supreme Court, acting in an 
Ohio case, today barred as unconstitutional any direct sub­ 
sidies from state funds to parents of nonpublic school 
children. 
The Court did not issue an opinion on the issue but the 
justices let stand a ruling ot April 17 in which a special 
three-judge federal panel in Columbus struck down the Ohio 
plan as an unconstitutional establishment of religion " 
The Supreme court late last term banned state payments 
for salaries of parochial school teachers in Pennsylvania 
and Rhode Island The Ohio legislature enacted the direct 
student subsidy program after those rulings 
The law provided a minimum $600 per pupil allocation for 
public school students and a $90 pavment for those in 
private schools. 
The case was one of hundreds disposed of by the newly 
convened Court on its first decision day. The actions came 
in the form of a stream of orders either rejecting or 
accepting appeals submitted both last year and this.

Although the priests are held without charges. Father 
Kilroy said. President Ferdinand Marcos indicated in a 
television speech Sunday that the arrests were due to an 
alleged movement in the communications media to help an 
anti-government conspiracy 
The charge is “ totally unfounded," said Father Kilroy. 
One of the primary aims of the station and the 
Franciscans was organization of the peasants' groups in 
order to secure land reform and the rights and privileges of 
the Filipino farmers that were due to them bv law," he

NEW YORK — i SEA ) — 
Oriental rugs have been en­ 
thusiastically collected since 
the 16th century but cur­ 
rently there is a mad rush 
for them. 
Sales in the United States 
alone have increased almost 
400 per cent in the last 10 
years, according to m er­ 
chants in the field. The 
trend shows no sign of de­ 
clining, as long as the supply 
lasts. The Oriental or Orien­ 
tal-type rug is popular with 
young marrieds, perhaps be­ 
cause it is compatible with 
contemporary furnishings, 
and among serious fine art 
investors. 
By “Oriental" the experts 
mean rugs i sometimes called 
carnets) from Iran, Turkey, 
Afghanistan, China and 
Japan. But collectors and the 
public usually think first of 
the rich ly patterned and 
colored rugs of Iran, for­ 
merly called Persian rugs, 
that represent up to 75 per 
cent of all imports. Over the 
centuries there has been 
wide-scale dispersal of the 
original Persian weavers into 
many countries of Central 
Asia because of wars, inva­ 
sions and migrations. Thus, 
the weavers of Iran have in­ 
fluenced the output of so 
many villages in other coun­ 
tries that it is difficult to 
distinguish the place of ori­ 
gin of many of these rugs. 
Orientals originated as a 
kind of all-purpose furnish­ 
ing in Central Asian homes. 
They still are used as floor 
coverings, wall hangings, 
beds, room partitions and 
are sewn into ‘‘tent bags” as 
luggage. Collectors in Eu­ 
rope and North America 
often use them to set off 
period furniture. They early 
were found in the mansions 
of Colonial governors and 
planters and in homes of the 
wealthy The Twenties, with 
its mania for Orientalia, pre­ 
cipitated a craze for rugs. 
All this previous interest 
is nothing compared to the 
big surge now, according to 
Herbert Laufman. As head 
of Herbert S ta n le y Co. 
< makers of Weiman Oriental 
Rug Cleaners» Laufman is 
an avid follower of Oriental 
rug trends. 
Part of the present de­ 
mand, Laufman believes, 
may be due to scarcity. 
Standards of living in the 
Middle East are going up, 
he points out, and days are 
numbered for these true 
hand-knotted floor cover­ 
ings. Children often used for 
this tedious work are going 
to school now and weavers’ 
wages are rising There are 
fewer rugs available and 


their value climbing 
At the same time their 
decorative versatility is be­ 
ing realized by a new gen­ 
eration—with more money to 
spend. 
However, there are a num­ 
ber of hazards for the be­ 
ginning collector. It is best, 
laufman stresses, to study 
the subject as one would 
when purchasing paintings 
or sculpture. There are a 
number of rug books avail­ 
able. These help the buyer 
learn the types of rugs and 
their origins and suggest 
pitfalls, such as painted- 
over worn spots and moth 
holes or how to detect dam­ 
age from harsh chemical 
washes often used to “mel­ 
low 
colors of new rugs. 
Generally, Orientals are cat­ 
egorized in two ways — by- 
age and by design. Antiques 
are technically 100 years or 
more old and can be brought 
into the United States duty­ 
free. Semi-antiques are at 
least 30 years old. Modern 
rugs were made during the 
last 30 years. A modern rug 
can be a good buy if it is 
hand-knotted, well-designed, 
in good condition and made 
of sheep wool. Sometimes it 
is a better buy than a badly 
made antique, according to 
Laufman. 
Another good buy can be 
an American-made "Oriental 
type." According to an in­ 
dustry spokesman the de­ 
mand for these, too, is liter­ 
ally “fantastic." These ma­ 
chine-made rugs come in 
sizes larger than imports but 
reflect the same brilliant 
colors and dazzling patterns. 
Design of most Oriental 
types is incredibly complex. 
It is safe, however, to say 
generally that the true "Per­ 
sian” features naturalistic 
flowers and curved lines and 
the Caucasian (near the Rus­ 
sian border), Turkish and 
North Iranian is angular and 
geometric 
Whatever the rug ask pro­ 
fessional advice about its 
care and rotate a rug occa­ 
sionally. Harsh chemical 
cleaners or alkali soap can 
damage Orientals and too 
many professional cleanings 
weaken colors and the cot­ 
ton backing. Laufman says. 
The best schedule is a pro­ 
fessional cleaning every two 
or three years. In between, 
a dry cleaning compound 
helps remove dirt, especially 
the new kinds of chemical 
dirt now being found in 
American homes. About 
every six months, it is a 
good idea to mothproof the 
rug. front and back 
With reasonable care, Ori­ 
ental or Oriental-type rugs 
repay the initial investment 
with many years of beautv.

‘‘How could I tell that we 
were cold for six hearts,” 
asked West. 
"You couldn’t,” was our 
reply. “ However, you could 


have let your partner into 
the game All you had to do 
was pass." 
If West had passed East 
would have gone on to five 
hearts. He would have seen 
little chance to hurt four 
spades He might have been 
allowed to play there or 
the opponents might have 
gone to five spades It would 
be too much for East-West 
to keep on to six but they 
would have picked up 300 in­ 
stead of just 100 points.

Fishing picture 


By ЛЛ. C. Cockshott 


Ocean fishing out of Fori San Luis is still holding up, with 
most anglers getting limits. More news from the local 
water front: Harbor Associates have apparently sold their 
interest in the launching facility to Ken Jeffries and Gary 
Gowen, newcomers to the area, who will operate under the 
old name 
Weather is still good, but the wind gets up around noon, 
and the careful boat operator usually heads for home with 
the advent of the first white caps. Few if any salmon have 
been caught, though some were reported jumping in the 
vicinity of the Red Light 
Close in, schools of small bonito have been seen. If the 
water keeps getting warmer, they may be the harbingers of 
bigger and better bonito, maybe some barracuda The 
much-despised bonito is beginning to live down a reputation 
for being a "varmint” , and when properly prepared is 
really good eating. It also smokes well, but the first thing to 
do after catching is to bleed it at once, and skin and remove 
the black fat before preparing it for baking or barbecuing 
This is a must, as the fat is the home of the strong and often 
offensive taste. 
Albacore are still being caught, but it is a long trip out 
from Morro Bay. Fish are running large, with an average of 
three to a rod. Breebe’s and Virge’s Lands are sending 
boats out daily 
Fishing out of San Simeon is still going strong Fishing 
has been so good that it is possible that a boat may be kept 
on a year-round basis. 
In the Santa Barbara-Ventura-Hueneme area, lots of 
calico and sand bass are being caught. Further afield 
towards the channel islands, yellow tail and white sea bass 
have dominated the picture. For fishing out of Ventura 
contact Ventura Sportfishing Landing, which starts a boat 
out at 3 a.m. to fish the outer islands. Santa Barbara 
Sportfishing Landing has boats going out also at the crack 
of dawn for the dedicated yellow tail and sea bass anglers, 
contact these landings ahead of time for reservations 
With regards to freshwater angling. Lake Cachuma 
reports that catfishing has been good, with some really 
sizeable channel catfish. Bass fishing slow, and trout 
fishing negligible. Lake Casitas has slowed down from last 
week, but a few nice catfish have been caught. A few bass 
taken on plastic jigs worked in deep water have produced 
results. Trout fishing very slow with the occasional lunker 
succumbing to a tasty bit of cheese. Planting in this lake 
will be resumed soon. 
At Lopez Lake slow, lots of pan fish, but trout and bass 
fishing slow. Lake is low and warm. 
Margarita good on catfish and crappie, with bass scarce. 
Few anglers out. Low and warm water, like most ever>’ 
other lake in this county. 
As usual, we have a very optimistic report from 
Nacimiento Lake’s marina manager Ron Lindstrom Not 
too many anglers out. especially in the last hot weather 
spell, but fishing IS picking up after a slow period. 
Black bass to 3 pounds have been checked in. mostly 
taken in deep water around underwater structures, with 
jigs the best lures. 
White bass are reappearing in the Dip Creek and in the 
deep cool water with fish going 3‘2 pounds. There are lots of 
crappie in the same area, but in much deeper water, about 
30 feet. Small jigs decorated with meal worms the best 
baits. 
Night catfishing is excellent using water dogs, live or 
frozen. 
A new addition to the marine patrol of the DFG is about 
to go into operation — the new 44-foot patrol boat 
"Yellowiail” which will be based at Channel Islands 
Harbor and take care of the coast line of Santa Barbara and 
Ventura Counties. The new boat has twin 375 hp motors and 
cruises at 22 knots, with a range of 500 miles, and is 
equipped with the latest in radar and navigational aids 
Looks as though this boat should be able to outrun the 
average F'ish and Game Code violators and bring them to 
justice! 
Hunters participating in the special antlerless deer hunt 
on the San Fernando Rev Ranch near Lake Cachuma have 
had 100 per cent success so far. Forty seven hunters took 47 
deer, all in good condition. The hunt on private lands was 
divided into three periods, with 25 hunters permitted for 
each period. 
The harpooning of a black marlin 20 miles southeast of 
Santa Catalina Island by a commercial fisherman brought 
reminders from the DFG that black marlin, a rare visitor 
to this coast, cannot be harpooned or taken commerically 
and sold. 
Apparently the huge fish weighing some 630 pounds was 
mistaken for a large sword fish, which can be harpooned 
legally 
The fish was turned over to Sea World, where it will be 
stuffed and put on permanent display

Patchwork by Harriet A d a m 
People's right to 


This is National Newspaper Week 
a week in which the newspapers 
in our fair land take the opportunity 
to blow their own horn for a change. 
I have been thinking for some time 
of taking a different approach to 
inform the readers of my column 
about newspapers — a bit of history, 
the need for a free press and what is 
happening 
to 
the 
freedom 
of 
information 
around 
the 
world. 
Sounds like a big order. Well, it is 
but too few people realize the value 
of their daily paper so I am going to 
try. 
The first known ‘■newspaper'’ 
(but not yet called that) was the 
Peking 
Gazette, 
established 
in 
China around the 7th century. It took 
about 800 years for the idea to move 
to Europe and that occurred when 
Herr Gutenberg decided to invent 
moveable 
type, 
thereby 
revolutionizing communication and 
civilization News appeared in print 
as bulletins late in the loth century 
but it was not until 1665 with the 
founding of the Oxford Gazette that 
its editor called it a “ newspaper” , 
in the New World, the first attempt 
to publish a newspaper was in 
Boston in 1690 but after the first 
edition it was suppressed and died 
Fourteen years later the Boston 
News-Letter appeared and evidently 
satisfied the authorities, lasting 
until 1776. In 1729 Ben Franklin 
founded a paper in Philadelphia 
which used handcarved woodcuts as 
illustrations, the first effort in this 
direction Photoengraving was not 
introduced 
until 
1880 
By 
the 
Revolutionary period there were 
more than 30 weekly or semi-weekly 
papers and by 1800 the Colonies 
could boast of 235 The first daily 
was in Philadelphia in 1783. Today 
there are 1.758 dailies and 7,612 
weeklies, more or less, not counting 
the “free press 
papers, in the 
United States Since W W. II the 
number has remained fairly static, 
not because there are no new papers 
coming into existence but because 
some die and others are absorbed by 
chains thereby keeping a balance 
So much for a thumbnail sketch of 
history 
But how well have they done their 
job of informing the people about 
what is happening in their world’’ 
The struggle of the press to be 
free and the right of reporters to 
gather information started with the 
first newspaper Cntil almost 1800 
both the Church and the State used 
licensing of printers and papers as a 
means to shackle the freedom of 
thought and expression and to 
muzzle, or at least muffle, a free 
press. In 1735 a suit for libel was 
brought against Editor Peter Zenger 
lor his criticism of the Governor of 
New York The court found in his 
favor and this decision became a 
landmark 
in 
the 
history 
of 
journalism and freedom of the press 
by establishing the right of the press 
to publish news or criticism of the 
government or its officials if the 
facts 
were 
true. 
When 
our 
Constitution was written guarantees 
of free speech and free press were 


included 
Thomas Jefferson felt 
very strongly about having a free 
press in the new United States. 
Were it left to me decide whether 
we should have government without 
newspapers or newspapers without 
government, I should not hesitate 
for a moment to prefer the latter. 
But I should mean that every man 
should receive those papers and be 
capable of reading them.” I add to 
that my strong feeling that every 
man should consider it his duty as an 
American to READ a newspaper so 
he will be informed A responsible 
publication is the only means by 
which a person can get the facts to 
the extent they are available. When 
they are not readily available they 
must be dug for — this is called 
investigative reporting — and a 
reporter s sources are confidential. 
The courts have tried to break this 
confidence many times but no 
reporter has had to serve a sentence 
for refusing to reveal his sources 
until recently. At the present time 
the entire news media has been 
barred from reporting anything 
about a case being tried in a Los 
Angeles court. Recently this tactic 
has been used more and more by the 
judiciary in the United States The 
citizens of this country have a right 
— a duty — to know what happens in 
the courts and to other citizens, in 
the name of justice “ Let the people 
know the facts, and the country will 
be safe said Lincoln 
Journalists all over the world 
work with the same precepts and 
strive for a free press but sadly, 
more and more papers are being 
closed down, censored or destroyed 
and reporters and publishers are 
being jailed or killed or have gone 
into 
exile 
in 
ever 
increasing 
numbers In South Africa an editor, 
working on his master’s thesis, was 
imprisoned 
for 
having 
banned 
publications in his possession A 
journalist in India was jailed for 
writing a news item about an anti- 
superstition conference in Salem.

deceiving 
public 
opinion 
Sentences ranged from 
two months to three years in prison.

In fact, there are onlv 16 
countries in the entire world in 
which the press could be called free 
to a large degree

Selling of the 
Pentagon >, formation of an Office of 
Telecommunications Policy in the 
White House, indicating political 
influence on the news, and the 
President's veto of funds for the 
Public Broadcasting System (NET i, 
the squeeze is on 
To inform is the newspaper's 
main purpose, but it also serves as 
the community conscience, keeping 
a watchful eye on government, 
clarifying public issues, and using 
its influence constructively for the 
good of the community. In America, 
let’s keep it that way.
